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ABANDONMENT 



This is a decision on the petition filed 27 February 2004 under 37 CFR §1.181 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the Office 
action mailed 14 July 2003 (Paper No. 6). A Notice of Abandonment was mailed 17 February 
2004 (Paper No. 7). 

In support of the petition, Petitioner provides a copy of (1) an amendment, (2) a substitute 
specification, (3) substitute drawings, (4) a petition for an extension of time for 3 months, (5) 
transmittal form with a certificate of mailing of 14 January 2004, (6) a fee determination form 
and (7) a fee transmittal form. Petitioner also provides a copy of a post card with a PTO stamp 
indicating receipt of the aforementioned items at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 14 
January 2004, as well as a copy of an Express Mail label stamped 14 January 2004. 

A review of the file record indicates that the response was received on 14 January 2004 and has 
been associated with the file. Therefore, the record is clear that the application was not 
abandoned in fact and a Notice of Abandonment should not have been issued. Therefore, the 
petition is GRANTED. The Notice of Abandonment is withdrawn.
